In it, a maiden stands atop a winged wheel, 
but the locomotives, seen on several other versions, have been removed from her sides. Also included are two progress die proofs of the counters 
that flank the allegorical vignette, with one being the blue-green ink pass and one the orange-brown ink pass. These printings had to be precisely 
aligned in order to produce the desired effect.

On close 
inspection, the note we are offering today is from the same pack as the Ruth Hill note, which carried the serial number 129974. The Ruth Hill example 
was a PCGS Apparent Very Fine 25 example with rust stains across the back and small notes, which realized $64,625 in 2014. This example with deeper 
colors, especially the serial numbers, and a relatively stainless back, will surely demand more collectors’ attention. Minor paper damage and stains are 
noted, but an otherwise solid and very attractive PMG Very Fine 25. (60,000-80,000)

At the end of the day, my earnings from any auction will go to charity 
institutions. Wait for the next auction: Iberia (Gibraltar, Portugal and Spain). 


I am a believer that the auction catalogue should be an informative and educational reference 
rather than a bazaar catalogue. You can refer to my African Collection catalogue, auctioned by 
Spink London in October 2013.

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Foreword 





For collectors and researchers, Ibrahim Salem offering his collection of Cyprus Bank Notes has 
been long awaited. The scope of his Cyprus collection is the best ever offered at auction. Just as 
importantly, this book is the first resource to be published for Cyprus collectors in decades and its 
information will be relied upon for decades to come. 


Ibrahim’s collecting passions mirror his professional passions. He is one of the most accomplished 
architects in Dubai, with his projects spanning the skyline. There is no picture of the Emirates’ 
crown jewel that does not feature some of his work. The same passions that drive his creativity in 
design attracts him to the beauty, geometry, and history represented on bank notes. 


This is not Ibrahim’ first contribution to the numismatic fraternity. He has contributed immensely 
to the research efforts of others, as well as published his two volume book, Banknotes of Destiny, 
(which we will send to the top buyers in today’s auction). The book is the culmination of more 
than 40 years of collecting passion and research, highlighting stories of individuals featured on 
currency from the world over that met untimely, mysterious, or controversial fates. 


In my two plus decades as a professional numismatist, I have met and dealt with collectors that 
have built collections of a lifetime, a class in which you can include Ibrahim's bank note collection.

To all who know Ibrahim personally, he is a very giving and most hospitable colleague and host, 
perhaps due in no small part to his wonderful wife Areej. He is a collector anyone would regard 
as a friend first, and fellow collector second. It is often the individuals in this hobby, not the notes, 
that make collecting truly rewarding.

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A Glance at the History of 
Cyprus and its Currency 


Geologically, Cyprus lies on the southern border of the Eurasian Plate and on the southern margin 
of the Anatolian Plate. This means that Cyprus was actually physically joined to what is today 
known as Turkey millions of years ago. 


The Republic of Cyprus is the third largest island in terms of both population and size in the 
Mediterranean Sea with an area of 3,572 square miles (9,251 km’) and an estimated population, in 
2013, of 1,140,000 inhabitants. The population is composed of Greek Cypriots, Turkish Cypriots, 
Armenians, and Maronites. Of these ethnicities, the Greek Cypriots form a majority of the 
population, while the Turkish Cypriots are the second largest ethnic group. 


Human habitation can be traced to as early as 10,000 BC, with Mycenaean Greeks settling the 
island around 2000 BC. Cyprus’ strategic location has led to a succession of occupiers including 
the Assyrians, Egyptians, Persians, Macedon (Alexander the Great), Ptolemaic Egypt; the Roman 
Empire; several Arab Caliphates, the French Lusignan Dynasty, Venetians, and the Ottomans. 
Whoever controlled Cyprus controlled the flow of commerce in the eastern Mediterranean. The 
island was ruled by the Ottoman Empire for over three hundred years from 1571 to 1878.

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In 1878 the United Kingdom and the Ottoman Empire signed the Cyprus Convention, which 
gave Great Britain administration and control of the island of Cyprus in return for assurances that 
Great Britain would defend the Ottoman Empire from any Russian incursions in the region. When 
the Ottoman Empire joined the central powers at the outset of World War I, Cyprus was formally 
annexed to the United Kingdom on November 5, 1914 and became a Crown Colony. 


Cyprus retained this status, in spite of efforts by both the Greek Cypriot majority and the Turkish 
Cypriot minority to join Cyprus to Greece and Turkey respectively, until 1960 when it was granted 
full independence. Subsequent agitation between the Greek majority and the Turkish minority 
culminated in a Turkish invasion of the island, which saw a portion of the northern part of the island 
(approximately 36% of the total area) occupied and styled as the Turkish Republic of Northern 
Cyprus. Today, International Law recognizes the Republic of Cyprus as having sovereignty over 
the entire island and the international community (aside from Turkey) considers this part of the 
island as territory of the Republic of Cyprus occupied by Turkish forces. 


Prior to World War I, virtually all commerce in Cyprus was conducted using coins rather than 
paper money, with a conglomeration of various coins from various countries pressed into service. 
Prior to the administration of the island being handed over to the British in 1878, the Turkish 
government, in 1876, introduced an inconvertible Treasury Note series known as Kaime. For a 
short period of time day-to-day commerce was conducted with a mixture of Kaime and coins. 
Kaime, being essentially a flat currency with no intrinsic backing such as gold or silver soon, 
however, depreciated badly and was ultimately demonetized by the British in 1879 upon learning 
that the Turkish government had repudiated Kaime. 


In 1890, an act was passed establishing an “Agricultural Bank” one of whose privileges was the 
issuance of bank notes. In 1901, the principals of such a bank failed to meet the requirements set 
forth in the agreement and it was rescinded. A second agreement was made in 1906 and resulted 
in the Agricultural Bank of Cyprus being established although without note issuing authority. Thus, 
aside from the ill fated issue of Kaime, paper money was not used during this period.

In 1905, the two lion badge was approved by King 
Edward VIL. It was derived from the design of the shield 
of Richard I (Coeur de Lion) who conquered Cyprus in 
1191, after being shipwrecked on the island, while on 
his way to join the Third Crusade. It replaced the C H C 
badge on the Union Jack, but was not used on the Blue 
Ensign until 1922.

The British took the Island at 17.00 on 12 July 1878 in front of a crowd of Cypriots gathered near the Paphos Gate in Nicosia to witness this 
strange event, 53 Royal Marine Artillery from HMS Minotaur presenting arms as a Captain Rawson lowered the Turkish Ottoman flag and 
raised in its place the Union flag, witnessed by Admiral Lord John Hay on behalf of Queen Victoria. The British had landed near Larnaca 
and marched to the capital without a single shot fired.

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Wars tend to create all sorts of economic disruptions. When World War I started in the late 
summer of 1914, predictably coin started to disappear from circulation and the classic situation 
of issuing paper money to replace coins occurred. During World War I several issues of both 
Shilling and Pound denominated notes were emitted and were met with widespread acceptance 
by the population. In 1922, many of the various wartime issues were methodically withdrawn and 
demonetized as the island began receiving large quantities of both silver and bronze coins. But by 
the 1930s, it became more apparent that paper money was going to be a permanent part of Cyprus’ 
financial approach and steps were taken to place the issue of currency on a permanent long-term 
basis rather than as a temporary expedient. 


With it becoming obvious that it was a matter of when the war would start rather than if, Cyprus 
officials decided to order a large number of small change notes in anticipation of a scarcity of 
coins as had happened during the First World War. These notes reached Cyprus in 1939 and 
were released on September 3, 1939; the very day that Great Britain and France declared war on 
Germany. During the war local shortages of notes required some temporary measures, such as the 
use of Palestine Currency Board notes and overprinted notes, but the island remained firmly on a 
paper money basis through the end of the war and the decade immediately thereafter. 


Under the terms of the London Agreement signed on 19.2.1959, Cyprus was to become an 
Independent Republic. It officially became the Republic of Cyprus on 16.8.1960. Notes were 
initially issued in the name of the Republic of Cyprus but were replaced by issues of the Central 
Bank of Cyprus in 1964. The Central Bank of Cyprus continued to be the note issuing authority 
until Cyprus joined the EU in 2004 and the Euro Zone in 2008, when it began using the Euro as 
the nation’s currency. 


The currency of Cyprus proved to be quite stable, with no repudiations or hyper-inflationary 
trends seen unlike in many much larger and more developed countries. 


The most famous cities in Greek Cyprus are Nicosia, Larnaca, Limassol and on the Turkish side is 
Famagusta. The main historical Greek Orthodox church is located in Larnaca.

The Currency Notes of Cyprus during the 
Reign of King George V 1910-1936 


King George V was King of the United Kingdom and the British Empire, from 6 May 1910 until 
his death on 20 January 1936. 


During his 26 year reign, three series of currency notes depicting his portrait were issued. The first 
was the second emergency issue of 1914; the second was the standard issue introduced between 
1917 and 1927; the third was a revised design of the second series, now printed on both sides. The 
latter included the 1936 dated notes, actually issued after his death. 


All series depicted the common profile effigy of King George V facing left, designed by the 
Australian sculptor, Sir Bertram Mackennal. 
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The 1914 Emergency Issue 


Shortly after the outbreak of World War I in August 1914, hoarding of British gold sovereigns and 
Cypriot silver coins was widespread, impeding normal, small payments. Moreover, the regular 
supply of currency from Great Britain was interrupted. With no fresh supply and to ensure a proper 
existence of cash means, the Cypriot government needed to introduce paper money instead. 


On 7 September 1914, the High Commissioner, Sir Hamilton John Goold-Adams, issued a 
proclamation in which he appointed two Currency Commissioners (the Treasurer of the Island 
and Chief Assistant Secretary for the Government) and authorized the issuance of £1 and £5 
currency notes as legal tender in accordance with the Cyprus Coinage Order of 1900; the notes 
were printed locally. 


Due to the unsatisfactory quality of the local printing, the Cyprus Government commissioned 
Thomas De La Rue (TDLR) to print new currency notes of 5 shillings, 10 shillings, £1, and £5, 
all depicting the common profile effigy of KGV in an ornamental frame, all uniface. They were 
prepared in a great haste, which resulted in a very poor design. The notes were given legal status 
by a proclamation published on 2 December 1914 and locally printed notes were demonetized on 
17 December 1914. On 25 June 1915, the KGV’s emergency issue was proclaimed to cease to be 
legal tender as of 30 June; yet, due to demands of the Treasury and the local Ottoman Bank, they 
regained their status on 2 September 1915 and remained such until 1922. 


All notes of the series issued initially with the dates 30 October 1914 and 6 November 1914; the £5 
note was issued with additional date, 1 September 1916. 
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29001 Cyprus Government of Cyprus 5 Shillings 30.10.1914 Pick 3s Specimen. 

The lowest denomination of the first series of notes ordered by the Cyprus Government from TDLR, this 5 Shillings note is printed in 
blue on watermarked paper and has a relatively simple design with a profile portrait of the reigning monarch, King George V, and a 
version of his royal coat of arms serving as the main design elements. Serving as a Specimen to familiarize government officials and 
money handlers with this new design, the note has a solid zero serial number and is perforated CANCELLED. It has traces of mounting 
residue along the left border. PMG grades the note About Uncirculated 53. This note design is excessively rare, with only one other 
auction appearance occurring in 2015 when it crossed the auction block for $30,452. We believe that tonight's auction action may chal- 
lenge that price level. $22,000.00-$25,000.00 
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29002 Cyprus Government of Cyprus 10 Shillings 30.10.1914 Pick 4s Specimen. 

Sharing a common design with the 5 Shillings denomination, the 10 Shillings note is printed in olive green on watermarked paper and 
portrays a profile portrait of King George V and a version of his royal coat of arms. Reflecting the ethnicity of the island's inhabitants, 
the English text is supplemented by Greek and Turkish information. Due to the haste that surrounded this series’ design and printing 
by TDLR, there is no back design. Perforated CANCELLED with a solid zero serial number, this example served as a Specimen and 
has traces of mounting residue along the left border. PMG grades the note Choice Uncirculated 63. There is only one other auction 
appearance of this extremely rare note design, with this example crossing the auction block for $30,452 in 2015. Tonight's offering is 
expected to challenge that price level. $22,000.00-$25,000.00 
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29003 Cyprus Government of Cyprus £1 30.10.1914 Pick 5s Specimen. 

TDLR carried through the simple designs utilized on the Shillings denominated notes of this series to the £1 layout. A profile portrait 
of King George V and his royal coat of arms appear at the top and bottom margins respectively, with the value repeated at left and 
right. Printed in black with a brown secondary tint on watermarked paper, this note served as a Specimen and was appropriately 
rubberstamped SPECIMEN in the lower right margin. It also has a solid zero serial number and is perforated CANCELLED. Like 
the previous two notes, this example has traces of mounting residue on the left border. PMG grades this note Choice Uncirculated 
63. Like the two lower denominations, this note design is extremely rare, with only one other auction appearance in 2015 when this 
note fetched $27,093. Opportunities to acquire great rarities are far and few between and we expect that price level to be tested tonight. 
$22,000.00-$25,000.00 
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The 1917-27 Issue 


By the end of 1916, the war was still raging and its end was uncertain. The demand for cash by 
the public remained relatively high, but the 1914 emergency issue was such poor quality that after 
a couple of years in circulation most of the notes were worn out. Hence, in February 1917, the 
government dispatched the Crown Agent a request for a fresh supply to be printed by TDLR on 
high quality paper, extending the usage of currency. This Issue contained a £10 note rather than a 
£5 note. The new notes were given legal status by a proclamation published on 5 September 1917 
and introduced to circulation the following days. 


The new series included 10 shillings, £1, and £10 notes, all uniface. Their quality was very high 
and included a watermark of the winged Lion of Saint Mark, inspired by the Lion column at St. 
Mark's square in Venice. The Lion of Saint Mark, the Doge's Palace and the Church of San Giorgio 
Maggiore, Venice; and the inscription “Government of Cyprus’. They were joined by a 5/- note in 
the Spring of 1918. 


In the year immediately following the end of the war, a chronic coin shortage developed and 
the government responded with a locally printed 1/- note followed by TDLR printed 1/- and 2/- 
issues in 1920. In 1922, many of the various wartime issues were methodically withdrawn and 
demonetized as the island began receiving large quantities of both silver and bronze coins. The 
1914 10/- and 5/- notes were called in during January 1922, with the 1914 £5, 1918 5/-, 1919 locally 
printed 1/-, and the 1920 TDLR 1/- and 2/- notes all withdrawn in March 1922. As a result, the 
only denominations in circulation after March 1922 were the 1917 10/-, £1, and £10 notes. 


On 31 July 1926, the 1917 £10 note was demonetized and withdrawn due to concerns over 
counterfeits. The loss of the £10 denomination from circulation led the government to reissue the 
£5 note, introduced in December 1926. Its design was identical to the 1917 £1 and £10 notes but 
the colour chosen was green rather than the 1914-16 issue, which was red, in order to prevent the 
public from being confused with the £10, which was also red. It remained in circulation until 30 
August 1930. The £10 denomination was never issued again under the British administration and 
for the next 60 years, when it was issued by the Central Bank of Cyprus. 


The currency notes were widely accepted and their issuance continued after the war as will be 
elaborated further on; as such, all denominations were issued in several dates and signatures varied. 
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Saint Mark square, Venice. 
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29004 Cyprus Government of Cyprus 10 Shillings, £10 30.6.1917 Plate Color Trials. 

By 1916 it became obvious that World War I had no end in sight and that the 1914 emergency series needed to be replaced with some- 
thing more substantial and secure to meet the continuing public demand for currency. TDLR received the request to provide a new, 
refreshed, and upgraded series of notes in early 1917. These plate color trials for the 10 Shillings and £10 denominations were prepared 
by TDLR in the Spring of 1917, with these four examples dated 13 April, 1917. Impressions of the 10 Shillings purple, blue, and green 
plates as well as the £10 red plate are included. Uncirculated as made condition. The opportunity to acquire this unique grouping 
which provides insight into the design process may not present itself again for years to come. $7,000.00-$10,000.00 
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29005 Cyprus Government of Cyprus 10 Shillings 1917- 
22 Pick 8 Face Plate Color Trials. 

Mounted on a ledger paper sheet dated 8th August, 1917 and 
headlined Appendix A, these two color trials are printed in black 
(production was blue, green, and purple). Several minor changes 
/ recommendations are noted in red on both color trials. These 
have been lightly handled and the top color trial has some light 
foxing. Overall, these items are in About Uncirculated condition.

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29006 Cyprus Government of Cyprus £10 1917-19 Pick 10 
Face Plate Color Trials. 

Mounted on ledger paper sheet dated 8th August, 1917 and head- 
lined Appendix 13, these two color trials are printed in black (pro- 
duction was red, green, and brown). Two minor changes / recom- 
mendations are noted in red regarding the wreath surrounding 
George V's portrait in the top color trial. These have been light- 
ly handled and the top color trial has some light foxing. Over- 
all, these items are in About Uncirculated condition.

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29007 Cyprus Government of Cyprus 5 Shillings ND (1918) Pick 7pp Progress Proof. 

The 5 Shillings denomination was released in the Spring of 1918 and remained in circulation until it was demonetized in March, 1922. 
This example is a progress proof, showing the brown and light blue tint portions of the note, but missing the black printing used for 
the date, signature, and serial numbers. PMG grades it Extremely Fine 40, noting printer annotations (in the upper right margin) and 
minor evidence of mounting residue on the left margin. The only previous auction appearance of this Pick number as a proof was 
in 2016 when this example crossed the auction block for $11,093. We feel that tonight's estimate is quite conservative and achievable; 
perhaps testing this price. $5,000.00-$7,000.00 
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29008 Cyprus Government of Cyprus £10 30.6.1917 Pick 10s Specimen. 

The £10 note remained in circulation from its introduction in 1917 until it was demonetized in 1926 due to concerns over counterfeiting. 
This Specimen was probably created in 1917 as either a presentation or informational piece. In true Specimen style it is stamped as such 
in the lower right margin, has a solid zero serial number, and is perforated CANCELLED. PMG Very Fine 25 Net, with paper damage 
noted (apparently from careless dismounting). There is only one previous auction sale noted of this Pick number in any form, with that 
occurring when this note crossed the auction block for $15,482. For a great rarity like this note, that price level is likely to be reached or 
exceeded tonight. $17,000.00-$19,000.00 
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29009 Cyprus Government of Cyprus 1 Shilling 1.3.1920 Pick 14. 

Following World War I, Cyprus suffered a chronic coin shortage which led to another locally printed emergency issue of 1 Shilling 
notes that were printed on unused stocks of 5 Shillings notes. 2 Shillings notes were apparently envisioned, but never officially released. 
TDLR was then again asked to provide more appropriate 1 and 2 Shillings notes, which were placed in circulation in 1920. By 1922, the 
island received large shipments of bronze and silver coins and withdrew and demonetized a wide range of early notes including all of 
these small denomination notes. PMG grades this example Choice Very Fine 35, noting minor rust. This limited circulation period 
helps explain the rarity of this note today, with only four previous auction appearances of this Pick number in any form taking place. 
$10,000.00-$12,000.00 
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29010 Cyprus Government of Cyprus 1 Shilling 1.3.1920 Pick 14s Specimen. 

TDLR was ordered to design and print a series of 1 and 2 Shillings notes in 1920 in response to a chronic coin shortage in Cyprus. This 
short lived series was withdrawn and demonetized in 1922. This rare Specimen is stamped as such in the lower right margin and has 
a solid zero serial number. It is also perforated CANCELLED. PMG grades this example Extremely Fine 40, noting that the note was 
previously mounted. Extremely rare and the only Specimen format of this design to be offered at auction with a previous appearance 
in 2016 by this same note. $8,000.00-$10,000.00 
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29011 Cyprus Government of Cyprus 2 Shillings 1.3.1920 Pick 15. 

The 2 Shillings value was the second half of TDLR's 1920 "small change" issue (along with a 1 Shilling denomination). These were all 
withdrawn and demonetized in 1922 when large supplies of coins arrived on the island. As a result, few remain available. PMG Very 
Fine 20 with a small missing corner tip noted. No previous auction sales are recorded of this design in any form and this extremely rare 
note serves as the plate illustration in Linzmayer's Banknote Book-Cyprus chapter where it is unpriced. When might you see another?

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29012 Cyprus Government of Cyprus £5 ND (1920s-30s) Progressive Proof - Color Trial Pick - UNL. 

A Progressive Proof - Color Trial piece for a £5 design that was issued in 1926-27 and 1930-36 printed by Thomas de la Rue. It consists 
of the black ink design features that include a portrait of King George V, denomination, and issuing authority (on issued notes this 
would have been either light yellow-green or blue-green). It grades PMG Choice Uncirculated 64, mounted on a page with printer's 
annotations and pinholes noted. The annotations are minor and are found on the page. Another great window onto the design process 
at TDLR and excessively rare. $1,600.00-$2,500.00 
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The 1930-36 Issue 


At the end of war in 1918 and during the following years, currency notes proved to be popular 
and well accepted by the people of Cyprus, as was the case in Great Britain and other places in 
which paper money had been used as an emergency means of payment. Recognizing that, the 
Government of Cyprus decided to formalize the use of paper money and make it a permanent part 
of the local monetary system. On 1 November 1928 "Cyprus Currency Notes Order in Council 
1928" was proclaimed. 


During April and September 1929, designs of the new notes were discussed. In order to prevent 
high cost on a new design, it was agreed that the obverse design would be identical to the 1917-27 
notes. But, unlike previous issues which were uniface, acommon practice in Bank of England notes, 
specifically emergency issues, the reverse side was to carry a design as well, two images of the lion 
of Saint Mark adopted from the badge of the Governor of Cyprus and the words Government of 
Cyprus. Printing on the reverse side was meant to distinguish the new issue from the emergency/ 
temporary series and to make the notes harder to counterfeit. 


On 16 January 1930 ‘Cyprus Currency Notes Rules, 1930° were approved, which included the exact 
design elements to be featured on the new currency notes. 


The £1 and £5 notes were placed into circulation in January 1930; the 10/- note was approved only 
in June 1933 and released into general circulation in November that year. 


On 20 January 1936, King George V passed away, succeeded by King Edward VIII. Due to the 
abdication of the latter, and the need for a fresh currency supply arose already during 1935, it was 
decided to reissue all King George V notes with the date prior to his death, 2 January 1936.

The Currency Notes of Cyprus during the 
Reign of King George VI 1936-1954 


King George VI was King of the United Kingdom and the British Empire, from 11 December 
1936, until his death on 6 February 1952. 


KGVI was depicted on five series of currency notes. Three were issued during his 16 year reign, 
and the other two were issued after his death. The first series was the standard issue of 1937, 
introduced in 1938 with completion of lower denominations in 1939. The second series was a 
provisional WWII issue, followed by the third emergency WWII. The fourth series of one note 
was issued in 1952, shortly after his death, followed by the fifth issue two years later. 


The entire series included in total three types of portraits of KGVI as follows: 


Type I, King’s profile effigy facing right, engraved by Thomas De La Rue, based on a photograph 
by Bertram Park, taken in 1936. 


Type II, King’s profile effigy facing left, engraved by Bradbury Wilkinson & Co, based on a 
photograph by Bertram Park, taken in 1936. 


Type II, King’s facing portrait, wearing his uniform as Admiral of the Fleet, engraved by Bradbury 


Wilkinson & Co, adapted from one of a series of photographs taken by photographer, Dorothy 
Wilding in 1937. 
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The 1937-39 Issue 


King George VI ascended the throne on 11 December 1936, after the abdication of his brother, 
King Edward VIII, less than a year after he had ascended the throne on 20 January of that year. 


Edward's Coronation had been set for the 12 May 1937. It is known that in Great Britain and other 
British Dominions and colonies preparations of stamps, coins, and banknotes were in progress, 
yet, none are known for Cyprus. Immediately following the abdication, the previously prepared 
designs of all under British administration were made to bear the portrait of the new king. 


In September 1937, the Government of Cyprus ordered the printing of new 10/- and £1 notes 
bearing the portrait of King George VI. The design was submitted in November, but was rejected. 
Hence, a new design was proposed and finally approved in January 1938. Later that year, the notes 
were released into general circulation, carrying the date 12 May 1937, which was the date of KGVI's 
coronation. It should be mentioned that other than in Cyprus, only Bermudas Government issued 
notes with that date. The £5 denomination issued in late 1938 bears a date of 1 September 1938; 
the notes were printed by Thomas De La Rue. All three denominations were identical to KGV's 
1930-36 issue, depicting the king’s portrait type I. 


With it becoming obvious that it was a matter of when the war would start rather than if, in 
October 1938, the Government of Cyprus decided to order a large number of 1/-, 2/-, and 5/- 
small change notes in anticipation of a scarcity of coins as had happened during the First World 
War. Quotation requests were put out to both TDLR and Bradbury Wilkinson & Co. (BW & Co.) 
The BW & Co. proposal was seen as the better offer from both a financial and artistic perspective. 
These notes reached Cyprus in 1939 and were released on 3 September 1939; the very day that 
Great Britain and France declared war on Germany. These lower three denominations depicted the 
king’s portrait type II (SWCPM presents the note by denomination and not by the date of issuing 
into circulation). All six notes of 1937-39, were issued continually with different dates up to 1951.

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The 1942 Provisional and 1943 Emergency Issues 


By 1942, the ongoing war interrupted the supply of fresh currency notes from Britain to the island, 
while local reserves quickly dwindled. In order to bridge the gap between public supply and 
reserves, the Government of Cyprus had to borrow from the Government of Palestine £250,000 
in Palestine Currency Board notes (the £P was on par with £Cy and pound sterling). During May 
1942 the army was paid by the Ottoman Bank a payment which included PCB notes and the latter 
were used in military camps, but not throughout the island. New shipments of Government of 
Cyprus notes arrived in September 1942 and the Palestine Currency Board notes were quickly 
withdrawn and demonetized. 


In a situation reminiscent of the American Civil War, low denomination coins disappeared from 
circulation and both unissued postage stamps and private scrip were used to fill the breach. In 
October 1942 this situation was made even more acute when a shipment of 1942 dated piastre and 
Half piastre coins was lost to due to enemy action en route to the island. A replacement shipment 
did not reach Cyprus until May 1943. In order to partially address the need, it was decided to issue 
a 3 piastres note. Several approaches were taken. 


The overprinting of 1/- note: 


The first was to over stamp 1/- notes with the 3 piastres value. The notes used for that purpose were 
1/- dated 1941 as their stock was relatively high. The overprinting was made by the Government 
Printing Office and the notes were given the status of legal currency on 16 February 1942. Since 
the 1/- note had a face value (9 piastres) greater than 3 piastres, a great many of these notes had 
the overprint chemically removed. As for that, in a matter of few days, the government decided to 
recall all the notes. 
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The cutting and overprinting of the provisional 3 piastres-1/- note: 


The next approach was to cut all the above provisional overprinted 1/- note in two unequal pieces 
of 2/5 of the right side and 3/5 of the left side, which included the king's effigy. The larger portion 
(left side of the note) was destroyed and the smaller portion, which already had an overprint of 3 
on the obverse was over stamped on the reverse with wording of value in three languages and the 
date 1st March 1943. They were given legal status on 25 February 1943. The total quantity released 
is not known. The problem with the second approach was that it wasted stocks of notes with a 
useful face value. 


The new 3 piastres note: 


Finally, 2,000,000 properly printed 3 piastres were ordered in 1943, but were not received until 
March, 1944. The note was issued with four different dates of which only the first two were released 
into general circulation. The type III king's portrait was used and it was solely for that issue. In fact, 
the issue of this denomination in paper was only this one time due to the wartime circumstances 
and never repeated again. The general engraving was relatively poor.

A World War II emergency overprint issue of Pick 20 notes brought about by a severe coin shortage precipitated by a loss of a shipment 
of bronze coins due to enemy action. The overprint was on both sides of the note. This first emergency issue for Cyprus was unsuccess- 
ful, as the overprint could be removed and the note then could circulate at the higher 1 Shilling value. PMG About Uncirculated 53,

The combination of a wartime severe coin shortage and the loss of a large shipment of 1/2 and 1 Piastre coins enroute to the island due 
to enemy action in October, 1942 caused authorities to overprint existing stocks of 1 Shilling notes dated 1941 with a value of 3 Piastres. 
These overprinted notes were released into circulation on February 2, 1943. Because 1 Shilling was equal to 9 Piastres, enterprising 
individuals chemically removed the overprints and made 6 Piastres for their trouble. This led officials to quickly withdraw these notes. 
This example is the highest grade example to be offered at public auction in recent memory, with the next highest grade being PMG 58 
EPQ. PMG Choice Uncirculated 63 with a small edge stain and presence of minor foreign substance noted. An attempt was made to

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The King’s Postmortem 1952-54 Issues 


On 13 December 1951, the Commissioner of Currency (Account Manager), S. M. Rich, dispatched 
a request to the Crown Agent to prepare new specimens of 5/-, 10/-, £1, £5 for the approval of the 
Secretary of State for the Colonies. The new specimens were to have for the first time Latin Turkish 
characters rather than the Arabic Turkish characters, as approved by the Secretary of State on 1 
December 1951. Shortly after that, an order of new type 1 million notes of 5/- was placed; it was 
decided that the notes would carry the date of 1st September 1952. 


However, following the death of King George VI in February 1952 and after exchanging telegrams 
between the Account Manager and the Crown Agents, things took a different path. It was agreed 
that the printing company, ‘Bradbury Wilkinson & Co would print 500,000 notes depicting the 
portrait of King George VI as approved in late 1951/early 1952, yet the date was to be changed to 
one prior to the king's passing away, hence Ist February 1952. The remaining 500,000 notes were 
to be printed with the portrait of Queen Elizabeth II, bearing the date 1st September 1952. 


By that time, a special Currency Committee appointed by the Government concerning the 
change of the monetary system was on going. It concluded its discussions in August 1953, with 
recommendations to adopt a decimal monetary system, in which the pound is divided to 1,000 
mils. Yet, the need for a fresh currency supply was urgent and the alteration of the existing plates 
by Thomas De La Rue to new ones depicting the portrait of QEI would be expensive. Because of 
that, it was decided, in the meantime, KGVI's currency notes would be reprinted bearing current 
dates. 10/- and £5 notes were approved in August - September 1953 with a second print of both 
approved in August 1954. The 10/- dated 1953 was released into general circulation while the 1954 
type was released in small quantities; the 1953 £5 notes were printed and delivered to the island, 
but were never actually released into general circulation and were to be destroyed. The 1954 type 
is known only in printer's specimen type and none were ever printed. The decimal currency was 
introduced on 1 August 1955.

An order for 1,000,000 5 Shillings notes was placed with Bradbury, Wilkinson & Co. shortly before George VI's death. As a result half of 
the order was filled with notes depicting George VI and bearing a date of Ist February, 1952 (five days before his death) while the other 
half of the notes depicted Queen Elizabeth II and were dated 1st September, 1952.

As an expedient, small quantities of these notes were issued even though the date is clearly well after George VI's death by over two 
years. This Specimen has the value expressed in modern Turkish characters, has solid zero serial numbers, and is perforated "CAN- 
CELLED." It is believed to be the only extant example and it also served as the plate note in the Pridmore reference on page 162. PMG

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Limassol in the 1950s 
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An official announcement for the celebration set for 9 June 1953, in honour of Queen Elizabeth II's Coronation, Larnaca. 

The crowning of Queen Elizabeth II of England took place on 2 June 1953 and the British Administration in Cyprus celebrated the event 
with a series of events in all cities. In Larnaca, the celebrations commenced on Saturday 30 May and were held daily until Tuesday 9 June. 
They included military parades, banquets, music, dances, exhibitions, competitions and athletic competitions.

The Currency Notes of Cyprus during the 
Reign of Queen Elizabeth II, 1952 - 1960 


Queen Elizabeth II has been Queen of the United Kingdom since 1952, when she succeeded 
her father, King George VI, to the throne following his death on 6 February 1952. In that very 
same year, she made her first appearance on Cypriot currency notes, 5 shillings (Pick 30). This 
is a significant fact, as it was the first paper money to depict her portrait as a queen. (Her first 
appearance was during her grandfather's reign, King George V, as an 8 years old princess, on the 
Canadian 20 dollar note, which was issued on 11 March 1935.) 


On 1 August 1955, the Government of Cyprus introduced a decimal pound divided to 1,000 mils. 
New currency notes were put into circulation depicting new design of QEIIs portrait. The series 
included four denominations, 250 mils, 500 mils, £1, £5 and was the last to be issued under British 
administration. The notes were finally demonetized on 31 March 1965. 
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The 1952 5 Shillings 


As detailed in the previous section, following the death of King George VI in February 1952, 
‘Bradbury Wilkinson & Co’ executed an order from the Government of Cyprus to print 1 million 
5/- notes. Out of it, 500,000 notes were printed with the portrait of King George VI carrying a 
date prior to the king's passing away, Ist February 1952, while the remaining 500,000 notes were 
printed with the portrait of Queen Elizabeth II, bearing the date 1st September 1952. 


The 5/- note depicting the portrait of the Queen was introduced towards the end of 1952/early 
1953. Its design was identical to previous 5/- issues, general abstract ornate patterns with a portrait 
of the Queen facing to the right in the middle of the obverse side; bearing the same signature of the 
Commissioner of Currency, S. M. Rich. 


This early portrait of the Queen is believed to have been adapted from one of the photographs of 
Her Majesty by photographer Dorothy Wilding, taken slightly earlier or shortly after the death of 
her father. 


It was the only note that was issued under the old monetary system, prior to the introduction of 
the decimal system.

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The 1955 Type Series 


In August 1953, a special Currency Committee appointed by the Government, concluded its 
discussions with the recommendation to adopt a decimal monetary system, in which the pound 
is divided to 1,000 mils. The new pound and mil system came in to effect on 1 August 1955. 
The currency notes composed of four denominations, as described above, were issued with dates 
ranging from 1955 to 1960 as will be elaborated. The design of the notes was quite uniform, bearing 
the Queen’ portrait on the right-hand side of the obverse and the geographical outline of Cyprus; 
the reverse side included the Emblem of Cyprus on the right-hand side. 


The portrait of Her Majesty was based on a 1952 photograph, taken as well by photographer, 
Dorothy Wilding. The portrait type is usually referred to in studies as Portrait 4a; it is the most 
common variety of this Portrait as the engraving prepared for the notes printed by Bradbury 
Wilkinson and Company. This variety of the portrait is distinguished by the heavy shading on Her 
Majesty's right cheek and the tilt of her head. 


Following the establishment of the Central Bank of Cyprus and under its Law of 1963, section 25, 
the colonial issue ceased to be legal tender. On 25 September 1964, the Governor of Central Bank 
of Cyprus had issued an Order declaring the demonetization of all colonial issues as of 31 March 
1965. 


The 250 mils 

The 250 mils was the lowest denomination of the series, equal to 5/- of the previous monetary 
system. It carries four different dates, 1955, 1956, 1957, and 1960, with two signature variations. 
The 1955 note was printed in very large-scale quantities to meet demand of the market in which 
notes of 5/- were almost entirely exhausted from circulation. 


The 500 mils 

The 500 mils was the second lowest denomination of the series, equal to 10/- of the previous 
monetary system. It carries three different dates, 1955, 1956, and 1957, all with only one 
signature variation. The 1955 note was printed in very large-scale quantities to meet the demand 
of the market in which notes of 5/- were almost entirely exhausted from circulation. 


The £1 

The £1 note was the third denomination of the series. It carries three different dates, 1955, 1956, 
and 1957, all with only one signature variation. In general, this particular denomination was 
printed in double quantities, which was more compared to all other denominations with a large- 
scale print run in 1955 of 3 million notes, spread with 12 prefixes. In its last print run in 1957, 
the note was concluded with prefix A/26. The reason for the enormous printing quantities is that 
post WWII inflation decreased the value of money, making the £1 note required on an everyday 
basis for commerce and dealing. This denomination was last printed in 1951 and the reverse 
probably ran out completely. 


The £5 

The £5 note was the highest denomination of the series; it is the only note that carries five 
different dates, 1955, 1956, 1957, 1958, and 1960, with three signature variations. As in the case 
of the other denominations, the 1955 issue was printed in a relatively large-scale quantity of 1.2 
million notes with two prefixes run.

As it can be concluded from close study of the printer's consignment specimens that survive 
today, the 1957 issue was printed in range of six prefixes A/21 to A/26, each in quantity of 250,000 
notes, totaling 1.5 million notes. It can be assumed that this large-scale printing was made based 
on the high demand experience of the 1955 and 1956 issues. Yet, none of these were ever place 
into circulation, probably due to sufficient notes in circulation as well as moving towards the 
establishment of the Republic. Thus, the Treasury instructed the destruction by burning of the 
1957 issue. Members of the Board Committee that attended the burning of the notes kept a small 
number of notes as souvenir, though it known that few of them actually used the kept notes for 
normal transactions and by that action put them in general circulation. The known notes to 
survive are all of prefix A/21, some with consecutive serial numbers and others random serial 
numbers, indicating that they were taken from different parts of the bundle. It is estimated that no 
more than 15 of them exist today.

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The 1960 Dated Notes 


Two denominations of the 1955 series were printed with the date 1st March 1960: the 250 mils note 
and the £5 note. Their story reflects the historical events that occurred towards the establishment 
of the Republic of Cyprus. Unlike previous issues, these two notes carry for the first time ever, the 
signature of a Cypriot Commissioner of Currency (Account Manager), C.C. Stephanie, other than 
a British signature. 


On 16 August 1960, Cyprus proclaimed its independence following the Ziirich and London 
Agreement of 11-19 February 1959 between the United Kingdom, Greece and Turkey. During 
these 18 months between 1959 and 1960, a transition process began and, among others, the subjects 
of currency and monetary administration were given thought. Hence, the Cypriot official C.C. 
Stephanie, who held the position of Deputy Account Manager, was appointed as Commissioner of 
Currency (Account Manager), replacing his British former. 


In the meantime the demand for fresh currency arose, especially for the lowest denomination of 
250 mils which was in intensive use. Realizing that the process of preparing new currency for the 
post-independency era could take a while, an order for new 250 mils currency notes was placed. 
These considerations proved to be correct as the first issue of currency notes under the Republic 
of Cyprus, dated 1961, were released to general circulation only in August 1962. As it is known 
today, over 50% of the 1960 250 mils notes were released into general circulation and the rest were 
destroyed. 


In the case of the £5 note the background is quite different. Even though there were still sufficient 
1958 £5 notes in the Treasury reserves, Cypriot officials were concerned, speculating that this 
particular denomination could be in demand during the provisional period towards and 
immediately after the proclamation of Independence due to possible economic uncertainty. Hence, 
an order for new dated 1960 notes was placed. Eventually, the 1960 £5 note was never placed into 
general circulation and 10 to 12 weeks after the arrival of the notes in Cyprus, the Treasury ordered 
the entire supply of notes destroyed. As in the case of the of the 1957 £1 note, all known 1960 £5 
notes today are the result of a few of them pulled out by members of the Board Committee that 
attended the burning of the notes. All together it is estimated that no more 15 of them exist today; 
most are almost never found in uncirculated condition. 


The prefix of the 1960 £5 note was B/1 and it is unknown why that decision was made while in 
other denominations the prefix A remained constantly in use and, as in case of the £1 note, up to 
A/26. Some conclusions suggests that it was sheer error due to the rush in printing this issue. 


The most interesting fact about the 1960 notes 250 mils and £5 is that they are an historical hybrid 
issue. Their designs remain unchanged, reflecting the colonial era, while their actual issue order 
was made by Cypriot officials, which by time that the Treasury affairs were transferred to the new 
future Republic officials.

The Currency Notes and Banknotes of 
Cyprus 


On 16 August 1960, Cyprus proclaimed its independence following the Ziirich and London 
Agreement of 11-19 February 1959 between the United Kingdom, Greece and Turkey. 


The subjects of the future currency and the monetary system were of such importance that 
they were already being discussed in April 1959, just two months after the Ziirich and London 
Agreement. 

Realising the process of approving new series might take as long as two years, a Currency 
Committee was formed in September, 1959 to consider all aspects of the new national currency. 
Their recommendations, which were all approved, were to: 

e Retain the existing £1 = 1000 Mils standard 


e Issue initially four denominations: 250 Mils, 500 Mils, £1, and £5 


e Develop and accept a national coat of arms to be used on these notes that consisted of a wreath 
and shield with a dove flying and carrying an olive branch and the date 1960. 


The first series was introduced in August 1962, under the authority of the Republic of Cyprus. 


In 1963 the Central Bank of Cyprus was established; assigned the responsibility of the issuing of 
national currency, the first series under its authority was introduced during 1964. 


The Central Bank issued additional two series between 1977 and 1997 and between 1997 and 2007; 
in 2008 Cyprus adopted the Euro as its currency and the Cypriot pound was demonetized.

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Republic Series 1: The 1961 Issue 


During the 18 months between 1959 and 1960, a transition process began and, as detailed in 
the previous chapter, the British type banknotes continued circulating, including hybrid type 
which carried the signature of C.C. Stephanie, a Cypriot, who was appointed as Commissioner of 
Currency (Account Manager), replacing his British former. 


In October 1960 the final decisions concerning the design of the new series were approved; 
Bradbury Wilkinson & Co. (BW & Co.) was awarded the contract to print these notes in June 
1961. They were received in Cyprus in June, 1962 and issued to circulation starting on 15.8.1962. 


The series was issued under the authority of the Republic of Cyprus; all four denominations 
carried the Greek signature of C.C. Stephanie and bore the date 1.12.1961. The general design of 
the notes reminded the QEII 1955 series although was not alike but the right-hand bottom corner 
of the obverse side depicting the geographical outline of the island as well as the water mark design 
in the middle bottom of each and every note. The emblem of the new republic was placed in the 
right-hand side of the notes, in the place where the portrait of the queen was placed previously. 


In order to prevent any confusion of the public, all the denominations in the new series retained 
their colour as it was in the previous (1955) series. 


The reverse side of the £5 was abstract while the three lower denominations had sceneries. 


The 500 mils depicted a forest (unrecognized) and the 250 mils depicted Skouriotissa Mine near 
Lefka. 


The £1 depicted a composition of two sceneries, a combined reflection of both Cypriot cultures, 


the Greek and the Turkish; on the left-hand side the Bekir Pasha aqueduct near Larnaca (Turkish) 
and on the right-hand side one of the colonnades of the Palaestra Gymnasium (Greek).

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The Establishment of the Central Bank of Cyprus 


On 27 June 1963 the Central Bank of Cyprus was established in accordance with the Central Bank of Cyprus Law, 
1963 and the relevant articles of the Constitution. It would be responsible for the issue of currency, regulation of 
the money supply, and would act as the fiscal agent for the government of the Republic of Cyprus. The creation of 


this institution generated a new set of bank notes reflecting the fact that the Central Bank of Cyprus was the issuing 
authority. 


The first appointed governor was Charis Gavrielides, in office from July 1963 to October 1965. 
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Republic Series 2: The 1964 Issue 


The Central Bank of Cyprus introduced its first series in two phases; notes of 250 and 500 mils 
were place into circulation on 29 December 1964. The two notes carried the signature of Governor 
Charis Gavrielides and the date 1.12.1964. These are the only two notes to have that signature as 
the governor resigned his position in October 1965 and left Cyprus for good. 


The £1 and £5 were released on 15 February 1967. Both carried the signature of the former Treasury 
who was appointed by than to be the governor, C.C. Stephanie; dated 1.8.1966. 


The reason for that split of introduction was due to the sufficient quantities in the Treasury reserves 
(now transferred to the bank) of these denominations from earlier series. 


The older notes were demonetized on 1.4.1965. 

The three lower denominations retained their design and colour as in the 1961 series. The £5 had 
a colour modification from green to blue, alike the Republic £5 colour trial (refer to lot XX); on 
its reverse side included an geometrical underprint design as background (Republic's issue had a 


plain background).

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The 1980s Bradvek / Tyvek Experimental 


Tyvek, a commercial plastic material that is tear-resistant, lightweight, and durable, has been 
developed and produced by DuPont, an American chemical production company since the 1960s. 


In the early 1980s the American Bank Note Company (ABNC) signed an agreement with DuPont 
in order to launch a novel experiment print of banknotes on Tyvek. The agreement included 
technology transfer and under this the Tyvek intended for banknotes printing was called Bradvek. 


In 1982, Bradbury Wilkinson, which at the time was a subsidiary of ABNC, concluded a contract 
with the Isle of Man Government for printing Tyvek £1 note. The Tyvek Manx £1 was issued by the 
Isle of Man Government in November 1983 and in fact became the world’s first ever plastic note. 
Shortly thereafter, other countries which held contract printing with ABNC, such as Costa Rica 
and Haiti, ordered the printing of Tyvek notes, making the first semi-successful attempt at creating 
more durable “plastic” banknotes. 


The denominations chosen for the Tyvek project were those that were proved to have a high wear 
rate in circulation, usually the lowest of the series or those which were used most intensively in 
circulation. 


The Tyvek project ended up unsuccessfully. In Isle of Man they failed to be popular due to the 
public's dislike of the “strange” feeling of the note; the note was replaced by paper note in August 
1987. In Haiti and Costa Rica, the hot and humid climate that caused the ink to smear. After some 
time in circulation, many of the notes were difficult to recognize, so after a relatively short trial the 
Tyvek banknotes were taken out of circulation. 


During the 4-5 years in which Tyvek notes were printed, other countries tested them for use. As we 
can learn from the following example, the Central Bank of Cyprus was considering such possibility 
for the lowest denomination in circulation, the 250 mils. The Tyvek 250 mils reached a final stage 
up to the print of an actual specimen; it is reasonable to assume that the project was tabled as it 
proved to be unsuccessful.

The durability is astounding, yet it 
can be easily cut. DuPont did not bring the material into major commercial use until the late 1960s, presumably around the same time 
this piece was printed.

Republic Series 3: The 1977-1997 Issue 


The Central Bank of Cyprus introduced its third series in few phases between 1977 and 1982. 


The series was completely different in its design in comparison to all previous series. With a new 
modern design, it reflected the entire aspects of the Cypriot culture, history and geography. 


The introduction of this series was mainly the outcome of the political crises with Turkey resulting 
in the division of the island into two separate political entities in 1974. 


The first note of the series introduced in 1977 it was the £10 note and its issuance was in accordance 
to public demand at the time for the high denomination banknote as the highest in circulation at 
the time, was the £5. 


The £1 and £5 notes were introduced in 1979, followed by 500 mils in 1982; the 250 mils note was 
not reissued though the 1964 type was continues to be printed in 1982. 


In the early 1980's the Central Bank advised the Government of modernizing and simplify the 
currency system; the Government approved the scheme and on 3 October 1983 the subdivision 
was changed and the mil was replaced by the cent (sent) and the Cyprus pound was denominated 
into 100 cent. The 500 mils note was replaced by 50 sent note and the 250 mils type 1964, dated 
1982 was removed from circulation and replaced with the 20 cent coin. 


In 1992 the series was joined with £20 note. 


All of the notes had a watermark showing Mouflon (a small, wild sheep) head.

Makarios III (13 August 1913 - 3 August 1977), was 
the Archbishop and Primate of the “autocephalous” 
(independent) Church of Cyprus, a Greek Orthodox 
Church (1950-1977), and the first President of the 
Republic of Cyprus (1960-1974 and 1974-1977). 
In his three terms as President he survived four 
assassination attempts and a coup in 1974.

University of Athens, graduating in 1942. He then 
became a priest in the Cypriot Orthodox Church 
and later received a World Council of Churches 
scholarship to Boston University, USA. 


In 1948, while still studying at Boston, he was elected 
Bishop of Kition in Cyprus, adopting the clerical name 
Makarios and returning to his homeland. Like many 
public figures in the Greek Cypriot community in the 
1940s and 1950s, he was an active supporter of enosis, 
the full union of Cyprus with Greece. On September 
18, 1950, Makarios was elected Archbishop of Cyprus. 
This highly influential position put Makarios at the 
centre of Cypriot politics for the rest of his life. 


During the 1950s, Makarios embraced his role with 
enthusiasm and became a very popular figure among 
Greek Cypriots. In August 1954, partly at Makarios' 
instigation, Greece began to raise the question of 
Cyprus at the United Nations. 


However, the British Government was reluctant to 
decolonize the island, which had become their new 
headquarters for the Middle East. In 1955, a pro- 
enosis organization was formed, always known by

the acronym EOKA. Makarios undoubtedly had 
common political ground with EOKA and knew its 
leader, the Greek soldier and politician George Grivas, 
but the extent of his involvement is still disputed. In 
later life he categorically denied any involvement in 
EOKAs violent resistance to the British.

In October 1955, with the security situation 
deteriorating, the British Governor, Sir John Harding, 
opened talks on the island’s future. By this stage, 
Makarios had become closely identified with the 
insurgency, and talks broke up without any agreement 
in early 1956. Makarios, viewed with suspicion by the 
British authorities, was now exiled to Mahe Island 
in the Seychelles on 9 March 1956, as a ‘guest’ of Sir 
William Addis, Governor & Commander-in-Chief of 
the Seychelles. 


In the latter years of the 1950s, the minority Turkish 
Cypriot community first began to float the idea of 
Taksim or partition, as a counterweight to the Greek 
ideal of enosis. Advocates of Taksim felt that the 
Turkish Cypriots would be persecuted in a Greek 
Cyprus, and that only by keeping part of the island

under either British or Turkish sovereignty could the 
safety of the Turkish Cypriots be guaranteed. 


Makarios was released after a year, although he 
was still forbidden to return to Cyprus. On March 
1, 1959 the Archbishop returned to Cyprus to an 
unprecedented reception in Nicosia, where almost 
two-thirds of the adult Greek Cypriot population 
turned out to welcome him. Presidential elections 
were held on 13 December 1959, in which Makarios 
defeated his rival, lawyer John Klerides, (father of 
future President and Makarios ally Glafkos Klerides), 
receiving two-thirds of the vote. 


After his election Makarios, together with the Vice- 
President-elect, the Turkish Cypriot Dr. Fazil Kuciik, 
continued to draw up plans for Cyprus’s future. By 
now, he had accepted that enosis was not to be, and 
that the only outcome which could secure harmony in 
Cyprus was robust independence. Taking office on 16 
August 1960 Makarios moved towards the moderate 
centre of Cypriot politics and pursued a policy of 
non-alignment. 


However, the idea of an independent path for Cyprus 
had not taken root among the general public at home. 
There was increasing acrimony between Turkish and 
Greek Cypriots about the workings of the constitution, 
however. 


Most Turkish Cypriots in public office, including 
Vice-President Kuciik, now resigned; large numbers 
of Turkish Cypriots moved out of ethnically mixed 
areas into villages and towns where the population 
was already largely Turkish Cypriot. By the end of 
1963, intercommunal violence had broken out once 
again. 


Makarios, seeking a fresh mandate from his 
constituency, announced in January 1968 that 
elections would be held during February. Makarios 
received 220,911 votes (about 96 percent). Makarios' 
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overwhelming victory was seen as a _ massive 
endorsement of his personal leadership and of an 
independent Cyprus. 


In 1967, however, a military junta seized power in 
Athens, and the relationship between the regime and 
Makarios was tense. Makarios held that the regime 
undermined his authority by supporting paramilitary 


organizations committed to enosis.

In the summer of 1971, tension built up between 
the two Cypriot communities, and incidents became 
more numerous. Sometime in the late summer, 
Grivas returned secretly to the island and began to 
rebuild his guerrilla organization, which now became 
known as EOKA B. Three new newspapers advocating 
enosis were also established - all funded by the Greek 
military junta. The overthrow of Makarios now 
became the Greek junta’s primary objective, and they 
backed Grivas to that end. 


Relations between Nicosia and Athens were soon so 
bad that the Colonels of the Greek junta, recognizing 
that they had Makarios in a perilous position, issued 
an ultimatum for him to reform his Government and 
rid it of critical ministers. 


As time progressed, a 
period of armed civil 
war developed among 
the Greek-Cypriot 
community. By the 
end of 1973 Makarios’ 
forces had won the civil 
struggle and Grivas was 
in a desperate position.

behind the Greek junta, overthrew the leader 
Papadopoulos and established a second junta with 
himself as the "invisible dictator". In the second half of 
June 1974 Makarios decided to challenge directly the 
Ioannides regime, believing that he would humiliate 
it and eliminate its control of Cyprus, thus making it 
impossible for them to stage a coup against him. 


On 11 July, Glafkos Klerides visited Makarios in an 
unsuccessful attempt to promote a solution. On 15 
July 1974 Ioannides took Makarios by surprise by 
organizing a coup d'état in Nicosia at 8.15 am when 
Makarios' forces were off guard. Makarios fled and 
was replaced by Nikos Sampson, a Cypriot newspaper 
editor and politician.

Speaking to the UN Security Council on 19 July 
1974, Makarios denounced the coup as an "invasion", 
engineered by the Greek military junta. Five hours 
later, the Turkish invasion of Cyprus began, taking 
Ioannides by surprise. 


The invasion of Cyprus occurred on 20 July 1974. 
Today, Northern Cyprus remains occupied by 
the Turkish Army, despite the Constitution and 
Presidency having been restored. To Turks and 
Turkish Cypriots it is known as a "peace operation", 
designed to protect the Turkish Cypriot community. 
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Nikos Sampson's Presidency was short-lived, as the 
regime of the "invisible dictator" Ioannides in Athens 
collapsed only a few days after the Turkish invasion. 


Makarios remained in London for five months; 
then, having succeeded in securing international 
recognition that his administration was the rightful 
Government of the whole island, he returned to 
Cyprus. Turkey has remained as a partial occupying 
power ever since, with the long-term political, military 
and diplomatic status of the island still unresolved. 


M@ Death 


Makarios III died unexpectedly of a heart attack on 3 
August 1977. He is buried in a tomb on the mountain 
of Throni, a site he personally chose. 


At his funeral, held at St. John's Cathedral in Nicosia, 
about half the Greek Cypriot population of the island 
filed past the coffin.

Makarios III was never actually depicted on any 
Cyprus banknotes, however a recently discovered 
essay reveals that he was considered for portrayal. 
The essay is of £Cy20, which was designed with the 
proposed introduction of Cyprus’s first ever £Cy20 in 
1992. The essay is most beautifully designed, depicting 
the historical signing of Independence on 16 August 
1960; Makarios III appears on the left and next to 
him, on the right, is his Turkish Vice-President, Dr. 
Fazil Kiicttk. The essay is dated 1 November 1990 
while on the design itself appears the date 1 March 
1991, probably the planned date of issue.

Born, Michael Christodoulou Mouskos, Makarios III is affectionately regarded as the father of modern Cyprus. He was born in the 
Cypriot village of Panayia in 1913, and was called into the service of the Orthodox Church at a young age. By 1942, he had graduat- 
ed from the University of Athens after studying theology and law. He was appointed a priest of the Cypriot Orthodox Church, but 
continued his education at Boston University. He was elected Bishop of Kition while a student in Boston, at which time he adopted 
the clerical name Makarios. In 1950, we was elected Archbishop of Cyprus, a role that also made him a de facto national leader of 
the Greek Cypriot community. The roles were very important in Cypriot political circles, launching Makarios into his next role as 
leader of this influential nation. In the 1950s, Cypriots wanted self-rule, free of the British empire. Makarios was behind the calls for 
self-determination of Cyprus, and by 1960, the cause had succeded. In the 1959 Presidential elections, Makarios carried two thirds 
of the vote. In his first term, he quickly moved towards a moderate political stance, a move to maintain good relations with both 
Turkey and Greece. His role as leader of Cyprus was marred by British and United States assumptions that he would favor commu- 
nism, partly because of his policy favoring the Non-Alignment Movement. Makarios' role as a leader in Cyprus was cut short when 
he died in 1977 at the age of 63 from a heart attack. As was the case when he was in office, the island today is still working to settle 
differences between Greek and Turkish Cypriots.

Auctioneer or affiliates expressly reserve the right to modify any such bids 
at any time prior to the hammer based upon data made known to the Auctioneer or its affiliates. The 
Auctioneer may extend advances, guarantees, or loans to certain consignors. 

Such lots shall 
be considered sold during the Auction and all these Terms and Conditions shall apply to such sales 
including but not limited to the Buyer’s Premium, return rights, and disclaimers.

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. Notice of the consignor’s liberty to place bids on his lots in the Auction is hereby made in 
accordance with Article 2 of the Texas Business and Commercial Code.

No third party may rely on any benefit of these 
Terms and Conditions and any rights, if any, established hereunder are personal to the Bidder and may not 
be assigned. Any statement made by the Auctioneer is an opinion and does not constitute a warranty or 
representation. No employee of Auctioneer may alter these Terms and Conditions, and, unless signed by a 
principal of Auctioneer, any such alteration is null and void. 

42. Auctioneer shall not be liable for breakage of glass or damage to frames (patent or latent); such defects, in any 
event, shall not be a basis for any claim for return or reduction in purchase price. 

Release: 

43. In consideration of participation in the Auction and the placing of a bid, Bidder expressly releases Auctioneer, 
its officers, directors and employees, its affiliates, and its outside experts that provide second opines, from 
any and all claims, cause of action, chose of action, whether at law or equity or any arbitration or mediation 
rights existing under the rules of any professional society or affiliation based upon the assigned description, 
or a derivative theory, breach of warranty express or implied, representation or other matter set forth within 
these Terms and Conditions of Auction or otherwise. In the event of a claim, Bidder agrees that such rights 
and privileges conferred therein are strictly construed as specifically declared herein; e.g., authenticity, 
typographical error, etc. and are the exclusive remedy.

Dispute Resolution and Arbitration Provision: 

45. By placing a bid or otherwise participating in the auction, Bidder accepts these Terms and 
Conditions of Auction, and specifically agrees to the dispute resolution provided herein. Consumer 
disputes shall be resolved through court litigation which has an exclusive Dallas, Texas venue clause and 
jury waiver.

Any Claim must be brought within two (2) years of the alleged breach, default 
or misrepresentation or the Claim is waived. Exemplary or punitive damages are not permitted and are 
waived. A Claim is not subject to class certification. Nothing herein shall be construed to extend the time 
of return or conditions and restrictions for return. This Agreement and any Claim shall be determined and 
construed under Texas law. The prevailing party (a party that is awarded substantial and material relief 
on its damage claim based on damages sought vs. awarded or the successful defense of a Claim based on 
damages sought vs. awarded) may be awarded its reasonable attorneys’ fees and costs. 

49. No claims of any kind can be considered after the settlements have been made with the consignors. Any 
dispute after the settlement date is strictly between the Bidder and consignor without involvement or 
responsibility of the Auctioneer. 

50. In consideration of their participation in or application for the Auction, a person or entity (whether the 
successful Bidder, a Bidder, a purchaser and/or other Auction participant or registrant) agrees that all 
disputes in any way relating to, arising under, connected with, or incidental to these Terms and Conditions 
and purchases, or default in payment thereof, shall be arbitrated pursuant to the arbitration provision. In 
the event that any matter including actions to compel arbitration, construe the agreement, actions in aid of 
arbitration or otherwise needs to be litigated, such litigation shall be exclusively in the Courts of the State 
of Texas, in Dallas County, Texas, and if necessary the corresponding appellate courts. For such actions, 
the successful Bidder, purchaser, or Auction participant also expressly submits himself to the personal 
jurisdiction of the State of Texas. 

51. These Terms & Conditions provide specific remedies for occurrences in the auction and delivery process.
